Why is it that we must lose a thing to really appreciate its worth? 
I've just lost my father, and so many wonderful things about him that I was 
only hezily aware of are now so very clear. My childhood seems to unfold 
before me like a lovely dream. I think of my Father's infinite kindness 
and love, and remember how like a father he was to many more than I. How, 
in the little country town in which he lived, people old end young came to 
him with their troubles, and somehow he seemed always to be able to help 
them, if only by the comfort of his boundless understanding. How he cared 
so little for the material things of life, always looking deeper into the 
world about Lim in ssarch of real values. How, often, he found real worth 
in some penniless derelict passing through the town and, by his compession 
and heiping hand, helped many who secmed to have become bewildered to set 
their feet firmly on the ground and with renewed courage go again in seerch 
of their place in the world. Because of this faith in the intrinsic worth 
of most men, more than one hungry and bedraggled wayfarer sat at our table 
for food, when meny »qulg.havo bocn afraid to open the door to them. 


My mind goes back to my happy childhood. In my mind's eye I can 
see so clearly those wonderful hours of companionship, of deep understanding 
and appreciation; hours it is so hard to ever reproduce in the sane spon~ 
taneous beauty agein. You think of the long walks home from church, when, 
at ten, you went crunching along im the snow, your heart filled with pride 
that you could een up with your Father's long vital steps. Looking beck, 
you wonder if you will ever apain feel such beauty as you found around you 
trudging along through the snow covered little towa, your heart filied with 
the beauty and reverence of the little country churche 


Your mind goes back to the nights of electrical storms and imagined 
fears ¥hen only ycur Father's presence could dispel your fright. How he 
would then lie down beside you and weave wonderful tales of wishes come true; 
of wild fantastic escapes from pursuing Indians in which you alvays had the 
fastest horse, and in the breath-taking climax would save hin from capture. 
You think of how in all his life he never struck you because somehow he ssem~ 
ed to be able to reach you inside with the knowledge of right and wrong and 
makes you more painfully aware of your mistakes than had he trashed youe You 
renember the times at entertainments, after you had sung some childish song, 
it was always he, looking as if he would burst with pride who would clap long 
est when you were through, It seems that one of the hardest things to bear is 
that the children you will have could not know him, but perhaps by trying more 
and more to pattern your life after his, they may know his fine influsncée 


His tremendous vitality and the ever ready hand he had to help hia fel 
low man over the rough spots, were perhaps his most dominant cheracteristics.s 
Somehow it doesn't seem that hs is really gone; I feel so sure thet a person 
so truly good and kind es he must ever live on in the memories of those who 
loved and cherished him; live on in the influence of his life on these Whose 
paths crossed his. It seems that even now, when my grief is yet new, I cen 
somehow bring a smile to my lips because in his ever present desire to help the 
world along with a laugh, I know that is what he would have wanted. 
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Why is it when you are grown and better able to appreciate your parents, 
you somehow lose your youthful frankness and neglect to tell them half the 
pride and love that's in your heart? “hen 34's too late and you lose one, you 
can only take consolation in the hope that perhaps they may then know, even bet~ 
ter than you could have told tham, what you really feel. 


It is consoling to know that despite the shyness at displaying emotions 
that is felt when childish frankness is gone, one of the last things I did 
was to send home a poem, iGoncentric" by Josephine Tletzler, the sentiment of 
which had made me think of my parents. My father was so pleased with it that 
he committed it to memory- Ts brings such peace and comfort to know that he 
took this thought with him on his journey into another realn: 


Once my youthful world was bounded 

By a circie at your feet, 

Then the lines were stretched and widened 
To the schoolyard and the street, 

But the center of my circle 

Was your tender watchful care 

And when storms or darkness gathered 

My foctstavs led me theree 


Far horizans called and claimed me

In the History of Bourbon, scott, Harrison and Nicholas Countics, Perrin, 
1882, there are severel sketches of Ingles, the grandfathcr of whom came to Ky.

The bible of my grencfather, John Ingels (son of Janes Ingels and Cath- 
erine Boone (Denart) In;els) descended to nis son Abrahaw Ingels. The bible 


is now ovmed by Abreham's son George. I have seen the bible and copied the 
following:

In Septeaber 1950 I visited a number of my Ingels relatives in Ky. and 
copied data directly fron bibles wherever possible. Some used Insles spell- 
ing. One relative gave the date of Catherine Foone Dellart Ingels! birth as 
March 11, 1752 and death as Nov. 17, 1804, but they all acreea that Catherine 
died at age of 52 years 8 nonths end 3 days. The tombstcnes of James and 
Catharine In. els were destroyec or used in the foundation of a barn built by 
a guecessor who ommed the property which contained the oliest of their fen- 
ily burying grounds, There are goveral Ingels buried in the parying ground

As to Cetherire (Boone) DeHart ~ Ingels bein; Joseph's daughter, 
I have only tradition from scverel brenches.of the femily, thot shc ves a 
Sister of Jacob of Meysville. Everything knoiin ebout her fits in exactly 
with the date we have, I have never seen e full list of her children until 
you sent it, and * am very eled to heave thet list for our Boone records. 
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Bofore going further let mo say thet I do not beliove that the 
Joscph Boone of the Chester County Militia ves Cathcrine's father who ccr- 
tainly cieod in or before 1776. (Sco Record Be) But Cethcrino's brother 
Yosovh (3rd) who was born about 1755-58 could well havo been a soldier in 
1781-83. “hy not try Jemos Ingols for Revolutionary scrvice.

I doubt if thore vas a Grant's Station <s carly oc 1779, Catherine must 
have bsen kont orctty busy, married in Ausust, 1777 and with a second child 


bor: in November, 1779. From 1779 to 178¢ ook the ereat misration tire for 
the Boones, Gainenio co must heve left hor DeHert children with irtlotives in 
Ponicvivenis, for they vere there and chose s.ercuiens from 1780 + to 17389. 


If your ancestor Thomas was born in Pennsylvania in 1789, his 
parents very clearly went back there for a visit, if not to stay. f= note 
at the beginning of your letter you state that Se James Ingels emigrated 
to Mentucky in 1782, which fits in with what 7 wrote above, although IT had 
not noticed your statement then. 1782 is probably right, end the “born 
in the fort" tradition (a popular one among the Boones) is wrong, for 
James Tngels, 


May I uso your list of James Ingel'ts children for our next 
Boone Bulletin? Toulé you lixe to join our Association? And vouldn't you 
like to buy one of my books "The Boone Family"? It docsntt settle the an= 
cestory of your Catherine and her brothers and sisters, but what it does 
give still holds, and, as I say, the proof has been found since. I have a 
few imperfect books (gold lettering on back is duil or obseurcd) which I 
am selling for “12,00 as long as they last. They're othervisc perfect.

Miss Margaret Allison was born in Pennsylvania, January 15, 1818; moved 
to Morgan county, .I1l., November 1840.
